1 . Applicant's amendment filed on January 1 9, 2007 has been fully considered and 
entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 10 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all the limitations 
recited in claim 10. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose a method for 
connecting a first fiber optic element to a second fiber optic element comprising the 
steps of providing a rigid elongated body having a cone-shaped end and an opposite 
circular and planar base end; coating outer surfaces of the body other than the base 
end with a layer of mold making wax; separating the body from the wax to provide a 
hollow wax housing having a cone-shaped end and an open base end; filling the wax 
housing with optical grade epoxy resin and permitting the resin to cure and removing 
the wax housing from the resin in combination with the other limitations of claim 10.
